B.C. universities 

Universities in British Columbia face the 
most severe financial crisis of post¬ 
secondary institutions in Canada, says 
Alan Gilmore, executive director of the 
Association of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada (AUCC). 

Gilmore, in Victoria last week for a meet¬ 
ing of the Council of Western Canadian 
University Presidents, said the provincial 
government’s squeeze on universities could 
lead to lower standards and reduced 
enrolments. 

The province has cut general operating 
grants to universities by five per cent at the 
same time that the federal contribution to 
post-secondary education in B.C. was 
raised by eight per cent. 

“The province is getting more money 
from the federal government for universi¬ 
ties and the universities are getting less 
money from the province,” said Gilmore. 

He said the province may be getting the 


The UVic Board of Governors (BOG) has 
recommended that the Universities Coun¬ 
cil of B.C. (UCBC) be abolished and an 
advisory committee to the Minister of Uni¬ 
versities be established in its place. 

The BOG, at its April 16 meeting, 
accepted several recommendations from 
its operations committee which had been 
asked to review the University Act. The 
Act, passed in 1974, established the UCBC 
and spelled out procedures for governance 
of B.C.’s three universities. It is now under 
review by the provincial government 
which has advised universities to make 
any recommendations for changes. 

Operations committee chairman George 
Kidd explained that the committee felt that 
UCBC had not fulfilled its role, “which is to 
act as a buffer between the Ministry and 
the universities, to co-ordinate planning 
and to serve as an advocate for the univer¬ 
sities with the Ministry and provincial 
government”. 

President Dr. Howard Petch, a member 
of the committee, said the establishment of 
an advisory committee to the Minister 
would put B.C- closer to the general situa¬ 
tion in Canada. 

“Right now there is a very severe prob¬ 
lem in that the universities in B.C. have no 
direct communication with the govern¬ 
ment, but must go through UCBC,” said 
Petch. 

“An advisory committee would have a 
stronger advocacy role to play on behalf of 
the universities,” said Chancellor Dr. Ian 
McTaggart Cowan. “UCBC does not play 
that advocacy role at present. The people 
on UCBC have done the best they could, 
but the system does not work very well.” 

BOG chairman Ian Stewart said he had 
a mixed view on the recommendation to 
abolish UCBC, after serving three years on 
that body. 

BOG member James Sinclair said the 
main purpose of UCBC is to act as a buffer 
and make recommendations to the Minis¬ 
ter. “I believe it serves a very useful func¬ 
tion. It may not work very well right now, 
but I believe the idea is a good one. Other¬ 
wise you’ll have each university making 
its own representations to the Ministry

worst of both worlds, ending up sacrificing 
accessibility and quality in its universities. 

Gilmore pointed out that with enrol¬ 
ments up, the cutbacks are particularly 
hard on B.C. universities which can either 
limit enrolment or lower teaching stand¬ 
ards. “The cuts are so drastic that universi¬ 
ties may have to follow both routes. 

“What is most dramatic in B.C. is that it 
is happening in one fell swoop and it is 
happening at a time when the demand for 
universities is going up,” he said. “It is 
more critical in B.C. than anywhere else in 
Canada.” 

Gilmore does not believe the reduction in 
university financing was prompted by the 
government’s desire to reduce overall 
spending. “There is a tendency on the part 
of politicians generally to merely rear¬ 
range their priorities in spending,” he said. 
“It is a question of priority that down¬ 
grades education.” 


and that may not be such a good thing.” 

The committee recommended that if the 
UCBC is to remain, its headquarters be 
moved to Victoria, the provincial capital. 

“The location of the council in Van¬ 
couver is perhaps a major reason for the 
council s failure over the years to make 
itself and its members known to the 
government and to carry out its role as an 
advocate for the universities,” said Kidd. 

The BOG also endorsed recommenda¬ 
tions that its own membership be 
increased by adding two members 
appointed by the government and that 
members of the Senate, with the exceptions 
ot the president and chancellor, be ineligi¬ 
ble to sit as elected or appointed members 
of the BOG. 

A recommendation that the Senate be 
reduced in size was also adopted. “Any 
reduction in the number of faculty should 
be marginal only since they have a funda¬ 
mental and therefore dominant role to play 
on the Senate,” states the committee 
report. 

The BOG agreed in general with nine of 
10 recommendations for changes in the 
Act. 

A recommendation concerning proce¬ 
dures for the recommendation and selec¬ 
tion of presidents, deans and other senior 
academic administrators was tabled for 
further discussion, at the suggestion of 
Stewart. 

“This is an excellent opportunity for the 
board to look at the range of its authority 
and where it differentiates with the powers 
of Senate,” said Stewart.

A First Class Honours (B. A.) graduate of 
the Department of Anthropology at SFU, 
Easton entered UVic in the fall of 1983 with 
a clear personal objective: to determine the 
antiquity of a Straits Salish fishing tech¬ 
nique known as reef-netting. 

This particular question has intrigued 
him for five years. In the fall of 1979 Dr. 
Wayne Suttles, of Portland State Univer¬ 
sity, a major figure in Northwest Coast 
anthropology and the principal ethno¬ 
grapher of Straits Salish traditional cul¬ 
ture, taught as a visiting professor at SFU 
and encouraged Easton’s reanalysis of Sut- 
tle*s classic ethnography on the Straits 
from a contemporary economic viewpoint. 

“I was immediately struck,” Easton 
recalls, “by the fact that within the domi¬ 
nant technique of production (reef-netting) 
the associated social relations were at com¬ 
plete odds with my previous conceptions of 
Salish society. Instead of egalitarian rela¬ 
tions of equal access to resources, which 
has been depicted as the Salish norm, the 
practice of reef-netting was associated with 
a set of social relations that emphasized 
restricted access: the appropriate sites were 
owned by individuals and exploited by the 
owner who hired skilled fishermen as 
labourers, distributing a portion of the 
catch as “wages” and retaining the major¬ 
ity of the catch for his own use. 

Significantly, those hired were chosen on 
the basis of their skill, not their kinship 
relation to the owner. In light of the tradi¬

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their antiquity,” says Easton . “So here I 
am, five years later, preparing to go look for 
rocks in the murky waters off the Gulf and 
San Juan Islands.” 

The “rocks” Easton is seeking are the 
pecked and unmodified stones used to 
anchor the reef-net at each location and 
abandoned at the end of each fishing sea¬ 
son. Working with approximate site- 
locations gathered from native informants 
by Suttles in 1946, Easton will attempt to 
locate their exact positions by underwater 
survey of the area. The accumulation of 
these distinctive anchor stones will serve to 
demarcate the extent of each site, which 
will be recorded by mapping and photo¬ 
graphy and compared with each other for 
indications of their relative use and age. In 
addition, it is hoped that an examination of 
the land about each site will result in the 
discovery or confirmation of the seasonal 
villages occupied by the fishing peoples. 

The fieldwork component of Easton’s 
research, which will be carried out through 
the summer and early fall, will require the 
volunteer assistance of proficient SCUBA 
divers. Interested divers should be certified 
and properly outfitted, and prepared to pay 
their travel expenses to the base camp 
(Bedwell Harbour). Air and extra tanks, as 
well as site transport, will be provided. “All 
I can guarantee is air, experience in under¬ 
water archaeology and the opportunity to 
dive in such exotic locales as Iceberg Point 
and Beddis Rock,” says Easton. Anyone

Science Council 
funding chopped 

The deadline for filing applications for 
grants from the Science Council of British 
Columbia is May 4 and Council chairman 
Dr. Roy Nodwell warns that this is the only 
time this year that new applications will be 
considered. 

For the third year in a row, the provincial 
government has cut funds provided to 
encourage the growth of industries 
through applied scientific research and 
development in B^C. 

The grant to the Council has dropped by 
12 per cent this year and by more than 40 
per cent since 1980. This has forced a 
change in the rules for the two competi¬ 
tions for research funds scheduled for 1984. 

“Although we will proceed with two com¬ 
petitions this year, the. only time we’ll con¬ 
sider new applications along with requests 
for renewed funding for existing projects 
will be in spring competition,” explained 
Nodwell. 

“The Council will accept only applica¬ 
tions for continuation of projects it is 
already supporting in the second competi¬ 
tion in November.” 

Nodwell said the Council has no choice. 
“Our grant from the province has dropped 
from $5,380,000 in 1981 to $3,100,000 in 
1984.” 

He said the Council will continue its sup¬ 
port of graduate science and engineering 
students at the 1983 level of $550,000.

Parking policy questioned 


Nobody, it seems, escapes parking 
tickets at UVic. 

Even President Dr. Howard 
Petch, who takes pride in the fact 
that he had collected only two fines 
for illegal parking in nine and a 
half years, got nailed twice recently 
in one night. Both he and his wife, 
Linda, received parking tick'ets 
while attending an official univer¬ 
sity function. 

Petch agreed with other Board of 
Governors (BOG) members who 
commented at the April 16 meeting 
that the system of ticketing 
illegally-parked cars on campus is 
too rigid. 

The BOG was discussing a com¬ 
plaint in a letter from a visitor who 
was ticketed while she attended a 
university chorus practice. 

“It’s a perennial problem and I 
get many of the letters,” said Petch. 
“In our parking regulations, we are 
trying to establish a line between 
rigidity and chaos. I personally feel 
the policy is too rigid.” 

BOG member Wesley Black said 
it was “unfair that people who 
come up here to help the university 
are tagged with a parking ticket.” 

Alumni co-ordinator Sonia 
Birch-Jones had such an example. 


She said a 73-year-old woman who 
was donating a grand piano to the 
university got a ticket while visit¬ 
ing to make arrangements for the 
gift. “We should have some kind of 
parking ticket for those coming to 
do something for the university on 
a voluntary basis,” she said. 

Birch-Jones said the problem is 
one of administration. “The tone of 
the letters sent out for parking 
offences in these cases is so institu¬ 
tional,” she said. 

“It’s certainly not good public 
relations,” said Dr. S.W. Jackman 
(History). “There should be some 
way to alleviate the situation.” 

Petch said Dr. William Gibson, 
chairman of the Universities Coun¬ 
cil of B.C., was ticketed while visit¬ 
ing his office recently. He said 
Gibson was given a special parking 
permit as soon as he reached the 
president’s office, but by the time 
he walked back to his car to put the 
ticket on his windshield, he had 
been ticketed. 

While several BOG members 
agreed that the parking system on 
campus was too rigid, no action 
was taken on the parking policy or 
the complaint.

A distinguished artist, one of the most consciously Cana¬ 
dian composers, a prominent soprano, a long-time Cana¬ 
dian diplomat and the first woman in the 
Commonwealth to hold the office of Governor-General 
will be given honorary degrees by UVic at Convocation 
ceremonies June 1 and 2. 

More than a thousand bachelors’, masters’ and doc¬ 
toral degrees will also be conferred on UVic graduands 
by UVic Chancellor Dr. Ian McTaggart Cowan in four 
ceremonies in University Centre. 

Myfanwy Pavelic, an acclaimed Canadian artist, was 
born and raised in Victoria and completed her formal 
education here and in Montreal. Twice between 1944 and 
1960 she made her home in New York and exhibited her 
drawings and paintings in art galleries throughout 
Canada. 

In 1973, she was made an honorary citizen of the City 
of Victoria and in 1983, city council commissioned her to 
paint a portrait of Queen Elizabeth. She is a member of 
the Royal Academy, and holds the additional distinction 
of being only the third portrait painter in Canadian 
history to have one of her works hung in the prestigious 
British National Portrait Gallery in London. Among 
subjects for her portraits are such international luminar¬ 
ies as Katherine Hepburn and Yehudi Menuhin. 

Pavelic will receive an honorary Doctor of Fine Arts 
degree at the 10 a.m. ceremony, June 1. Also at this 
ceremony, degrees will be conferred on Arts and Science 
students in anthropology, classical studies, classics, 
creative writing, economics, English, French, German, 
history, linguistics, Pacific studies, philosophy, political 
science, Russian, sociology and Spanish. 

Millions of Canadians are familiar with the name of 
Frances James Adaskin. Those who listened to her on 


the radio when CBC was still in its infancy will 
remember the soprano as Miss Frances James, aitnougn 
her marriage to composer Murray Adaskin took place in 
1931. Her repertoire is enormous in scope, and over the 
years, she has worked with such top figures as Darius 
Milhaud and Igor Stravinsky. She is remembered for her 
specialization in contemporary Canadian music, and as 
the leading soprano of the 1940s. 

Murray Adaskin has given hundreds of performances 
internationally. He has composed almost 100 large-scale 
music compositions for orchestra, and his music has 
been recorded by Columbia, RCA Victor, CBC Record¬ 
ings and Citadel. He studied music in Canada, France 
and the United States, taught at the University of Sas¬ 
katchewan for many years, and has been commissioned 
by a number of organizations including the Canada 
Council, the Ontario Arts Council and the CBC. Since 
his retirement in 1973, he has been composing and teach¬ 
ing in Victoria and is quickly recognized on campus, 
especially by students and faculty of the School of Music. 

The Adaskins will receive honorary Doctor of Music 
degrees at the 10 a.m. ceremony, June 2. Students in 
programs in Education and Fine Arts will have degrees 
conferred on them at this ceremony. 

George Ignatieff has had a distinguished career as a 
Canadian diplomat and public servant. His education 
included undergraduate work at the University of 
Toronto, an Ontario Rhodes Scholarship and a Master’s 
Degree from New College, Oxford. Since 1944, he has 
held a number of foreign posts: Canadian Ambassador 
to Yugoslavia, Permanent Representative of Canada to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, Advisor of the 
Canadian Delegation to the United Nations Assembly, 
and Permanent Representative of Canada to the Disar¬ 


mament Committee in Geneva. Since 1973, he has served 
as chairman of the Board of Trustees of the National 
Museums of Canada, Governor of Heritage Canada, and 
President of the United Nations in Canada. Four y fears 
ago he was appointed Chancellor of the University of 
Toronto. 

Ignatieff will receive an honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree at the 2:30 p.m. ceremony, June 2. Degrees will be 
conferred on students in programs in Human and Social 
Development and Law at this ceremony. 

Minita Elmira Gordon’s personal motto is “Aim 
High”, and aim high she has. Born 54 years ago in Belize 
City, British Honduras (now Belize), Dr. Gordon has 
enjoyed a celebrated academic and public service career. 
She has been a long-time teacher, specializing in educa¬ 
tion and psychology. A student in England and a visit¬ 
ing student to several schools in Venice, Ravenna, West 
Germany and Zurich, she completed her undergraduate 
work and master’s degree requirements at the Univers¬ 
ity of Calgary. 

In 1976 she was awarded a Canadian Commonwealth 
scholarship to the Ontario Institute for Studies in Educa¬ 
tion at the University of Toronto. She became the first 
Belizean psychologist in 1980, and following a series of 
recognitions for contributions to the people of that 
nation, was appointed Governor-General. She is the first 
woman in the Commonwealth to hold that office. 

Gordon will receive an honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree at the 2:30 p.m. ceremony, June 1. Degrees will be 
conferred on Arts and Science students in astronomy, 
biochemistry, biology, chemistry, computer science, 
geography, mathematics, physics and psychology at 
this ceremony.

Dear Editor 

I was disappointed and rather perplexed to 
learn of much of the faculty’s lack of interest in 
convocations (“Why don’t more faculty attend 
Convocation?”, the Ring April 13), and felt the 
same way a year ago at my own convocation 
here. 

At first I was a bit hesitant to attend the 
ceremony myself, mainly out of embarrass¬ 
ment at the formality of it. But my family 
impressed upon me that convocation wasn’t 
just for my benefit or their own—but that it was 
also an opportunity for the professors formally 
to recognize and celebrate their students’ 
achievements, which in turn owed so much to 
the professors’ own input. I felt as if not to 
attend would be acting ungratefully towards 
my professors, and in the end I went because it 
sounded like fun anyway* and it was. 

However, I was disappointed that only two of 
my profs were at the reception afterward, 
although I was very glad to have them to cele¬ 
brate with and introduce to my family. If it weren’t 
for them, there wouldn’t have been any point 
in going to the reception, because everyone 
celebrates privately with their family and 
friends anyway. 

Graduation obviously starts the student 
thinking in many different directions, but isn’t 
an important one our appreciation and grati¬ 
tude for the things our professors have given 
us? Similarly, I would have imagined that it 
would be gratifying to a prof to see the students 
he or she had expended time and effort on, and 
presumably cared about, reach a culmination 
point in their studies. 

Among other things, convocation is, or 
should be, a time for personal recognition and 
celebration of the joint effort between individ¬ 
ual students and profs that led up to it.
